New Recycling System 
Underway Next Week 


Next week, starting Monday, 
May 7. Andover’s new recycling 
system begins. Paper only will be 
picked up on the tirst complete 
and third weeks of every month 
and glass only will be collected the 
second week. No pickups will take 
place the fourth or fifth weeks 
Kecyclables are to be presented in 
the same way as always: paper in 
double paper grocery bags or tied 
in bundles, corrugated cardboard 
flattened and tied. and glass sepa- 
rated by color—green and clear 
only—and placed into either dou- 
ble paper grocery bags or reusable 
containers 

Although any ordinary calendar 
or the vellow 1984 recycling cal- 


endar can be marked so that the 
right paper and glass recycling 
weeks are obvious, a four-month 
schedule for the new system is 
available at Town Hall offices o! 
the town clerk and also John Le 
wis. This new schedule will also be 
available at the Giant Recycling 
Sale. Auction And Aluminum 
Drive May 19 at Draper Hall from 
9% a.m to 2 p.m. Bob Casserly, the 
new recycling contractor, will be 
present at the sale so that towns 
people may become acquainted 
with him 

Questions are always welcomed 
by any of the recycling volunteers

Without the hushed atmosphere of more formal 
museums, the Barn Museum nonetheless pictures 
lite in the last century through its organization of 
objects by category 

Amos Blanchard built his barn a year before his 
house was completed in 1819. His barn is typical of 
eary I19th-century barns in many ways. Following 
the stvle of western European barns, it as designed 
to take care of many needs, in contrast to the later 
barns built to serve one specific purpose such as 
dairving. One of the important functions was to 
provide shelter tor the animals and, following cus- 
fom. the animals are located at the south end of the 
barn where they would have the most protectaon 
from the north wind and receive the most benefit 
irom the winter sun. The lofts were used to store 
wheat and rye as well as hay, and the floor was 
undoubtedly used for threshing the grains

possibly tor tirewood. Many barns were con- 
nected to the houses so that the farmers could get to 
them without having to go outside in bad weather, 
but we don't Know whether or not this was true of 
Amos Blanchard’s barn as early as 1819. The trap 
door near the stalls tells us that manure was col- 
lected below to fertilize the fields in the spring 

Amos Blanchard was a businessman, not a full- 
time farmer, but for all professional business men 
of his time. the farm provided much of the food 
himself and his family. His vegetable 
garden extended along the Essex Turnpike, now 
Main Street. bounded by a broad stone wall. On the 
south side of the house, along the Essex Turnpike 
and down Love Lane, now Locke Street, there as a 
sturdy, high board tence protecting a variety of 
grapevines, all caretully trellised. Beyond that 
were berry patches and durrants. We know, too, 
that he had an apple orchard which included no 
fewer than 16 Khode Island Greening and Baldwin

Organ Recital Friday 


* The organ music of Alexandre Guilmant will be teatured in a concert 
by Earl L. Miller this Friday, May 4, at 7:30 p.m. at the Free Christian 
Church, Elm Street, Andover. Guilmant was an eminent turn-of-the- 
century French composer and organist who was one of the first major 
European recitalists to tour the United States. Between 1893 and 1897 he 
visited this country, playing at many of the metropolitan music centers 
throughout the U.S 

He was organist for 30 years at Ste. Trinite, Paris, and, before that, 
plaved at St. Sulpice and Notre Dame, also in Paris. Many of his students 
became the leaders of the French organ tradition of the early 20th 
century. He was known not only as a supurb composer and recitalist, but 
also as a master of the art of improvisation 

Gulmant is best known in the United States for his numerous composi 
tions tor organ which included eight sonatas, two symphonies, 25 books ot 
organ pieces and more than 200 works for reed organ. He was also one of 
the earliest editors and collectors of music from the old masters of 
Kuropean organ composition 

During the 1950s and 60s his music fell out of vogue, but in recent years 
it has been experiencing a renaissance 

The organ at Free Christian Church is well suited for Guilmant’s 
compositions. Originally built by the French Canadian firm of Casavant 
it had many of the sounds associated with the French organs from 
Guilmant’s period, including the French-style reeds which add weight 
and fire to the ensemble. When the organ was enlarged by Philip 
Beaudry of Lowell, the overall French character was retained and 
enhanced with additional color stops, producing an instrument suited for 
the music of Guilmant 

Miller is a recognized authority on the interpretation of music from the 
turn-ot-the-century and has played recreations of Victorian-Edwardian 
organ recitals throughout the United States. He is often heard over 
National Public Radio broadcasts and is the scriptwriter for the weekly 


organ music broadcasts over NPR in Boston

Phillips student Kate Cooper said she was amazed to walk into the Tarbox School 
tor the first time and see signs in both English and Spanish. The Virginia native said 
she was also surprised to find out the overt racism she grew up with in the South was 
absent trom the atmosphere at Tarbox 

(nd, ‘Tarbox Principal Maria Narganes said the tutoring has made a ditference tor 
those ‘Tarbox students involved. The Tarbox children become very attached to their 
tutors, she said. In addition the student tutors get a ‘‘view of life some of them never 
will have 

\s part of their Caribbean History course, the students must interview a Hispanic 
citizen and explain how and why that person left their country and moved to 
Lawrence. Teacher Carmel Rodriguez-Walter, herself from Cuba, explained that 
these ora! presentations would give her students actual people to remember. 

With the creation of the Urban Studies Program, Phillips Academy has come a long 
way trom their 19th century views of the neighboring city to the north. It used to be 
that Phillips and Abbot students were punished and even expelled for taking an trip to 
Lawrence without permission, said Lloyd. At the same time the youngsters were

A Proper Direction 


Andover’s planners and concerned citizens seem 
to be moving in a proper direction in examining 
the problems resulting from the continued growth 
ot the community 

Kor instance, immediately following town meet- 
ing, merchants and members of the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce, met with the planning 
board to indicate a desire to work together in 
reviewing and resolving some of the downtown 
parking problems 

This week, the planning board established some 
priorities with regard to tinal development of the 
town’s master plan, such as the master sewer and 
water plan, residential zoning, to include multt- 
family or condominium regulations and consumer 
services tor the West Andover area 

Parking problems have plagued downtown And- 
over tor many years. A satisfactory resolve it 
would seem almost difficult to attain. Historically, 
when the town has proposed development of off- 
street parking areas, the voters of the community 
have rejected funding, with a general feeling that 
it merchants want such facilities, they should 
provide them. This, of course, is an improper 
attitude. since such convenience is not tor mer- 
chants alone 

A year ago, the town finally approved the fund- 
ing tor an additional municipal parking lot in the 
downtown area 

At this vear s town meeting, steps were taken to 
limit construction in the area of the new parking 
lot by removing parking credits tor any new build- 


ing in the area, the same proposal which had been 
reiected a year ago. The item met with a similar 
fate this time around. 

But, the point is not so much that the idea was 
not worthy of consideration, but more a planning 
by crisis approach which has too long been preva- 
lent in Andover. 

Planners are beseiged with articles just prior to 
town meeting, thus eliminating sufficient time to 
adequately study their impact on the community. 

Multi-family or condo housing was betore the 
planners and town meeting again this year. Condo 
developments have been before the board pre- 
viously and been rejected by town meeting. 

With some time, later this month or early next, 
the planning board will address the issue with an 
eve toward including provisions in the master 
plan 

Again. there is time to examine the issue without 
time constraints 

‘The same situation exists tor providing consum- 
er services tor the rapidly-growing West Andover 
area. This year the town granted the locating of a 
bank in the industrial area, a first for Andover 
which has rejected anything other than industrial 
levelopment in those areas in the past. 

Basically, the planners seem to be on the proper 
course for acting on major problems tacing the 
town as it continues to meet the challenge of 
continued growth. And. this is a better course than 
having to react in haste after the annual town

WASHINGTON — There 
is a scandalous loophole in 
the law covering payment of 
Medicare and Medicaid 
funds to doctors: Tax money 
can actually be paid to doc- 
tors who have been run out 
of one state and hang out 
their shingles in another 

These rotten apples of the 
medical profession have lost 
or given up their licenses 
after being charged with 
professional misconduct. 
The charges range from 
drug trafficking and care- 
less prescriptions to incom- 
petence and sexual miscon- 
duct. 

But if the guilty doctors 
have licenses in other states, 
they simply move there and 
set up shop. And as long as 
they don’t cheat on their 
Medicare and Medicaid 
claims, the federal govern- 
ment continues to reimburse 
them. The federal funds can 
be stopped only if the physi- 
cian lost his license for 
offenses related to Medicare 
or Medicaid. 

The Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Aging will hold 
hearings on the problem this 
week. The committee chair- 
man, Sen. John Heinz, R-Pa.., 
and the inspector-genera] of 
the Health and Human Ser- 
vices Department, Richard 
Kusserow, are determined 
to plug the loophole that 
allows tax money to go to 
these medical miscreants.

advance copy of a report the 
Senate committee will 
release. It reviews the cases 
of 328 medical practitioners 
who lost their licenses in 
three states studied — Ohio, 
Michigan and Pennsylvania. 
Of them, 21 were charged 
with sexual misconduct. 

Yet many of these doctors 
had licenses in other states, 
and since they had not 
attempted to defraud the 
government, they continued 
to get paid by Medicare and 
Medicaid in their new loca- 
tions. 

Here are just two of the 
sexual misconduct cases in 
the report the Senate Com- 
mittee will release: 

— A Traverse City, Mich., 
doctor was charged with 
writing drug prescriptions 
indiscriminately, as well as 
sexually harassing a woman 
patient and an employee. He 
lost his license in 1980 and 
promptly skipped to Florida, 
where he still had a license. 
He billed Medicare for about 
$15,000 in 1982 and 1983, 
and so far has received 
$9,200 from the government. 
on those claims. Incidental- 
ly, this doctor also holds a 
license to practice in West 
Virginia. 

— Another Michigan doc 
tor lost his license in 1976 
after state authorities 
charged him with perform- 
ing sexual acts with his 
patients. He moved to 
Wyoming, and from 1980 
through 1983 collected 
$4,500 in federal health 
payments. But last year, the 


doctor was indicted in a 
patient's death that was 
attributed to his prescription 
procedures. And just last 
month, Wyoming's licensing 
board revoked his license for 
endangering a patient 
Fortunately, this character 
doesn't have a medical 
license in another state. 

CONRAIL SALE”: A big 
battle is shaping up over the 
administration’s plan to sell 
the government-owned Con- 
rail system back to some of 
the same people who engi- 
neered the railroad’s col- 
lapse eight years ago 

The prospective buyer is 
the Alleghany Corp. Several 
of the company’s past or 
present directors were on 
the board of the old Penn 
Central Corp. It was Penn 
Central’s collapse in 1976 
that put the federal govern- 
ment into the rail business in 
the first place. 

Why does Alleghany want 
to buy Conrail? Because 
Conrail is making money at 
last — after the taxpayers 
pumped some $7.5 billion 
into it. Conrail made a profit 
of $300 million last year and 
may make $500 million this 
year 

Alleghany has offered $1 
billion for the railroad. 
Actually, when tax breaks 
and other considerations are 
taken into account, the rail 
system will cost Alleghany 
only about half a billion 
dollars. In other words, Alle- 
ghany could make back its 
entire investment in one 
year 


Rep. James Florio, D- 
N.J., is fighting hard to keep 
the government from selling 
the moneymaking railroad 
— and certainly not at the 
bargain price Alleghany 
wants to pay. 

BOONDOGGLE OF THE 
WEEK: It wasn’t too many 
years ago when 3 cents 
would send a first-class 
letter. Now it costs 20 cents, 
and the Postal Service will 
probably hike it to 25 cents 
in the next few years. But 
that’s nothing compared to 
the Postal Service’s great 
electronic communications 
brainchild: INTELPOST. 

It’s a super-duper way of 
sending a letter overseas by 
satellite, and the Postal Ser- 
vice spent $6 miilion to 
develop it. The trouble is, it 
costs $5 to send a single 
page. Result: In three years, 
the Postal Service has taken 
in only about $60,000 in 
INTELPOST business. 

HIGHER FOOD 
PRICES”: President Reagan 
would dearly love to have 
grocery prices stay down 
until the election, but 
Mother Natyre and the 
president's own agricultural 
policy may combine to send 
meat and poultry prices 
climbing just before the cru- 
cial day. One reason is last 
summer's killer drought 
Another is the administra- 
tion’s “Payment in Kind” 
program, which ‘paid’ 
farmers in surplus grain for 
crops they didn’t grow. The 
result is that feed grain sup- 
plies are dangeously low.

Kepresentatives of Ocean Properties of Boca 
Raton, Fla., will walk into a Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals hearing tonight with the Planning Board's 
support for their plans tor a 299-room, six-story

The planners Tuesday night agreed to support the 
plans tor a hotel and neighboring three-story office

Board members indicated that they were con- 
cerned about tire satety on the site, and the traffic 
that a new hotel and office complex might pour onto 
River Road 

Ocean Properties, comprised of Florida devel- 
oper Thomas Walsh and his tamily, tonight will ask 
the Zoning Board tor a special permit to build a 
hotel in an Industrial D zone, and a variance to 
build a 50-toot high hotel 

Zoning laws restrict hotels and motels to 30 feet. 
although the height restriction for buildings in the I- 
1) zone 1s 50 teet: The proposed hotel ‘will not stick 
out like a sore thumb.” Andover Atty. Gerald 
Cohen, representing the developer, told the plan- 
ners 

Site designer John Crowe ot John G. Crowe Asso- 
clates, Inc.. Belmont, said the 16-acre site is divid? 
ed by a wetlands area. The ottice building is 
planned tor one side ot the wetlands, while the hotel 
would be on the other side; the two buildings would 
be about 175 teet apart 

lhe Conservation Commission approved an order 
of conditions for the site a year ago, Crowe indi- 
cated, and although the commission has not yet 
reviewed the latest plans tor the site, he said those
